The  impenetrable  clouds 
1  Fp  rUtical  ignorance  that  has  enveloped  , 
the  world,  and  rendered  the  human  race  j 
wretched  for  ages,  abundantly  tcftifies  \ 
this  »ffertfon.  Three  fourths  of  the  dil-  :. 
aftprsof  fociety,  have  arisen  from  ^  in-. 
wholeXome  political  regulations.  The  | 
inundations  of  human  blood  that,  have  de-  j 
luged  the  earth  in  conference  of  religi- 
ous disputes,  would  have  been  fparcd,had 
man  been  under  the  governance  of  the  fa- 
luury  opinions  of  equalliberty,  that  pre- 
vail in  modern  times.  If  natural  equali- 
ty had  been  acknowledged,  myriads  of 
unhappy,  infatuated  mortals,  who  died 
their  blood  in  oppolition  to,  and  defence  of 
the  pretentions  of  tyrants,  would  have 
lived  and  obviated  the  miiery  which  arole 
from  their  deaths.  The  multifarious  c- 
vils  of  fix  thoufand  years  experience, 
pointed  the  way  to  ufeful  dii'covcrie.;,  and 
brought  government  to  its  prefent  per- 
fection. Had  not  men  informed  their 
minds  of  the  part,  and  profited  by  the  ex- 
perience of  their  predeceft"<>r:;,tiR-y  would 
it  ill  have  remained  in  darknef*.  Fortu- 
nately for  us,  this  has  not  been  the  cafe, 
always  in  America^  the  moil  er.ljghten  I 
and  bed  informed  luive  been  tniRed.with 
the  ofiices  of  legislation,  and  the  Iwppieft 
effects  have  been  produced. 

Government  is  tnflktttted  by  the  peo- 
ple for  their  mutual  good,  and  ail  are  e- 
qually  intitled  to  a  participation  of  'epi- 
lation. Rut  as  it  is  rf.convcnient  for.  all 
the  citizens  of  a  large  date, to  convene  to- 
gether, for  the  purpofe  of  framing  laws 
for  their  governance,  it  becomes  necelia- 
ry,  that  a  delegation  of  representatives, 
from  all  parts  of  the  date,lhould  be  en- 
trulled  with  that  important  duty.  And 
in  making  this  delegation  they  fnould  be 
particular  in  felecting pcrfons  poffetied  of 
talents  and  virtue  ;  as  the  only  fafegard 
andfecurity,  for  the  faithful  promotion, 
of  their  intereds.  Are  all  the  citizens 
of  Kentucky  influenced  by  thefe  motives  | 
forry  am  I  to  acknowledge  the  convene  of 
this  is  true.  With  lhame  be  it  told,  that 
there  are  among  us  fome  like  Efau,  who 
fold  his  birthright  for  a  mefs  of  pottage, 
who  fell  their  right  of  fuffrage  for  a  drink  ! 
of  grog,  a  Ih  ike  of  the  hand,  or  a  moving  j 
of  the  hat.  Others  from  a  ridiculous  lo- 
cal prejudice,  vote  for  a  candidate  no  wile 
qualified,  who  lives  in  their  own  neigh- 
borhood, that  they  may  indulge  the  piti- 
ful pride  of  boalling  that  their  own  part  . 
of  the  country  triumphed.  Again  you  will  j 
bear  perfons  declaring  their  intentions  of  : 
preferring  a  candidate,  becaufe  he  is  an 
old  relident ;  or  perhaps  has  rendered  his 
country  fome  military  fervices  :  when 
poffiblv  lie  knows  no  more  of  the  fcience 
of  legillatipni  th  in  he  does  of  mending  a 
ploughshare.  Such  perfons  mull  fuppofe 
that  nothing  elfe  appertains  to  an  office 
than,  the  reception  of  the  falary,  and  in 
filling  it,  they  are  granting  a  iinecure.  If 
I  have  a  piece  of  bufinefs  to  tranfail, 
which  I  cannot  conveniently  attend  to, 
and  employ  my  friend  to  do  it,  merelv  be- 
caufe he  has  rendered  me  a  kindnefs  ; 
altho  he  knows  nothing  about  it,  and  is 
unable  to  perform  it,  would  not  my  con- 
dad  be  very  ahfurd  ?  For  my  friend's  acb 
of  kindnefs,  I  (hould  render  retribution  ? 
but  hecould  not  expect  me  to  employ  him 
to  t  ran  f  ret  my  bufinefs,  when  his  incapa- 
city might  do  me  lb  much  injury.  If  a 
a  citizen  deXerves  well  of  his  country,  ei- 
ther in  a  civil  or  military  capacity,  he 
fho aid  receive  the  approbation  of  his 
coantrvmen,  and  the  pecuniary  reward 
annexed  to  the  office.  But  to  elect  an 
individual  to  predominate  ill  civil  affairs, 
1  in  confideration  of  his  knowledge  in  tacl- 
icks  barely,  is  as  incongruous,  as  to  pro- 
mote an  illiterate  common  foldier  to  the 
chief  command,as  a  reward  for  mere  per- 
fonal  bravery,  when  the  confequence 
might  be  the  dellr  i.'tion  of  the  whole  ar- 
my. Farther,  you  will  hear  fome  giving 
as  a  reafon  for  preferring  an  individual 
"  that  he  is  a  mighty  clever  man,  an  obli- 
ging neighbor,  and  an  indullrious  fann- 
er," acknowledging  at  the  fame  time,  that 
he  tfl  unlettered,  and  knows  nothing  of 
laws  or  government.    How  prspollerous 

js  ti5;s  •  to  expect  him  to  mend  a  law 

•without  knowing  what  it  is  ;  or  to  enact  a 
better  without  having  read  the  old  one. 
I  f  I  was  to  lend  my  fon  to  this  good 
giheft  man  to  learn  latin,  concluding 
&at  he  could  tea**  it,  as  he  is  fo  clever, 
and  fuch  a  good  rieighbpr,  it  would  not  he 
mere  ludicrous,  than  the  pretaice  of  fen- 
ding fijeh  perfons  to  legiflate  for  us.  To 


fit  a  man  for  any  mechanical  avocation,  it 
is  neceifary  he  mould  ferve  an  appren- 
ticeihip;  bui  it.  would  feem  all  tnen  are 
orn  legillators,  and  as  loon  as  a  fufficient 
apital  is  accumulated — as  loon,  as  a  man 
becomes  wealthy  enough  to  get  elected 
he  (its  up  the  trade  pf  law  making.  But 
however,  on  the  other  hand,  it  may  be 
paid,  this  foHy  does  not  univerfally 
prevail  ;  there  are  many  who  are  fenlible 
of  the  value  of  whol,eforoe  laws  ;  who 
wifli  our  government  adminiftered  with 
economy,  and  who  are  defirous  cf  main- 
taining our  national  refpeetability— that 
our  affembly  Ihoula  not  difgrace  the  re- 
publican form  of  government.  This  clafs 
of  citizens  ellimate  men  by  their  virtue 
and  talents,  they  enquire  into  the  fitnefs 
cf  candidates  for  offices,  and  make  their 
election  according!1,'.

European  Intcllio tuce. 

E^jand. 

LONDON,  November  1. 
Reports  prevail  both  in  France  and 
Germany,  that  a  negotiation  for  peace 
has  commenced  between  the  French  Di- 
rectory anil  the  Cabinet  of  Vienna  ;  and 
thole  who  proceed  to  fpeculate  on  the 
lubject  fay,  tliat  Francis  II.  is  to  be  re- 
cognised as  fpvereign  of  the  rcftorcd  Ro- 
man Empire  on  its  old  bafls. 

On  the  frontiers  of  Italy,  particularly 
in  theGenoefe  tertitory,  the  French  will, 
no  doubt,  continue  their  endeavors  to 
maintain  themfelves.  The  Neapolitan 
and  Papal  dominions  are  ajmpft  complete- 
ly rid  of  them.  The  garrijqn  of  Ancona, 
it  is  fuppofed,  will  immediately  capi- 
tulate, on  hearing  of  tlie  fur  render  of 
Rome,  and  Ch.  ita  Vecchia. 

November  2. 
An  article  from  Stutgard  mentions, 
that  the  French  who  had  advanced  to 
Old  Brifach,  have  been-repulled  and  and 
forced  to  repafs  the  Rhine. 

The  Vienna  Court  Gazette  contains 
the  terms  of  capitulation  of  Rome,  Civita 
Vecchia,  and  Cornetto.  The  girrifons 
arc  to  proceed  to  France.  The  fall  of 
Ancona  is  expected  to  take  place  imme- 
diately. There  will  then  be  no  more 
troops  in  Middle  or  Lower  Italy.  The 
King  of  Sardinia,  it  is  laid,  returned  to 
Turin  the  firit  of  till  month. 

November  13, 
The  Dublin  mails  which  arrived  yeft- 
crdav  morning  inform  us,  that  the  Irifli 
Parliment  has  been  further  prorogued  to 
the  12th  of  next  month.  The  proclama- 
tion does  not  Hate  that  it  is  then  to  meet 
for  the  difpatch  of  bufinefs. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  courfc  of  ex- 
change upon  London,  which  has  for  fome 
time  pall  been  fo  much  againft  Ireland,  fe- 
veral  plans  have  been  lubmitted  to  go- 
vernment. A  Dublin  paper  fays,  that 
the  following  has  hecn  approved  by  go- 
vernment. "  It  is  to  give  currency  to 
the  bank  of  England,  and  the  bank  of  Ire- 
land notes  mutually  in  both  countries,  by 
which  means  the  merchant  who  has  pay- 
ments to  remit  to  London,  ir/Uead  of 
paying  12  or  14  percent,  for  bills,  will 
be  enabled  to  tranfmit  bank  paper  by  poll 
without  any  lofs." 

Eight  of  thole  members  of  the  Irifli 
houfe  of  commons  who  oppofed  the  in- 
troduction of  the  quellion  of  Union  in  the 
firft  inflance,  have  ligncd  public  relbluti- 
ons  in  its  fupport. 

A  very  confiderable  and  molt  refpec- 
table  mcrchantile  Sweediih  houfe  Hopped 
payment  on  Tuefday,  and  yederdav  (he 
fame  misfortune  happened  to  another 
large  houfe  in  Feti-church-llreet. 

Lord  Keith  is  going  out  immediately 
to  take  the  command  of  the  Mediterra- 
nean— Upon  his  IorduYip's  arrival,  lord 
Nelfon  will  return  to  England. 

November  15. 
Yellerday  evening  were  received  the 
Paris  journals  to  tiie  8th  inll.  inclulive — 
Their  contents  are  by  no  means  uninter- 
efling. 

In  refpect  to  the,  affairs  of  Italy,  it  ap- 
pears by  the  Monitcur  that  on  the  21II 
ultimo,  the  head-quarters  of  the  French 
were  at  Ooni,  and  thej  advanced  guard 
at  Villa  Franca,  in  Piedmont.  Ceva  was 
bombarded  and  Tortoua  threatened.  Tile 
Aullrians  are  fa  id  to  be  entirely  expelled 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Genoa,  and  to 
have  fuffered,  fome  lofs  in  their  retreat. 

The  fame  papers  Hates,  in  a  letter  from 
Nice,  of  the  .ud  ult.  that  the  centre  of 


the  French  army  is  marching  forward, 
and  that  Suza  and  Rivoli  are  again  in  the 
hands  of  the  republicans,  under  the  com- 
mand of  gen.  Duhefme,  who  is  not  above 
two  leagues  from  Turin.  The  left  wing 
has  alio  made  a  movement.  A  column 
palled  Little  Saint  Bernard,  repuifed  the 
Aullria'^  general  Haddicks,  corps,  and 
took  poffellion  of  Aolla,  fo  that  the  com- 
munication between  the  valley  of  that 
name,  and  the  army  of  Helvetia  is  about 
to  be  re-ellab!ilhcd.  , 

Letters  from  Lombardy  announce, 
that  detachments  are  fending  from  the 
grand  Aullrian  army  in  Italy  to  reinforce  | 
SuwarroW  and  prince  Charles  in  the  Gri- 
fons  and  Tyrol. 

The  French  army  of  the  Rhine  conti- 
nues to  advance  into  the  interior  of  Ger- 
many— Philiplburgh  is  again  belieged  ; 
and  by  a  Telegraphic  difpatch  from  Straf- 
burgh,  which  has  been  officially  commu- 
nicated to  the  two  councils,  it  appears 
that  the  enemy  entered  Stutgard, 
thecapitol  of  the  Dutchy  of  Wertem- 
burgh,onthe  lit  inft.  having  previously 
taken  all  the  Aullrian  pods  upon  the 
Neckar.  Under  thefe  circumllances,  it 
has  been  thought  (it  to  proviiion  &  llreng- 
then  the  fortreffes  on  the  Danube,  parti- 
cularly Ulm. — General  MalTena  ftlfo  af- 
ferts  to  have  gained  fome  advantages  in 
the  Grifon  country,  Marfltal  Suwarrow 
is  reported  to  be  ill  at  Fcldkirch,  though, 
in  another  paper,  he  is  faid  to  have  joined 
g.  iieral  Korfakow.  There  is  no  mention 
made  of  any  new  operation  on  the  part 
of  the  Archduke,  whofe  army  extends 
from  Stockach  and  Singen  towards  Vil- 
Iengen,  oppofite  to  Scharf haufen  and  the 
Brifgau.  The  Moniteuras  well  as  Re- 
daeteur  affert,  that  the  two  commanders 
are  very  much  diffatisficd  with  each  o- 
ther. 

The  Hamburgh  mails  may  be  expected 
to  contain  fome  important  explanations 
on  this  fubject. 

Maffena  has  fent  the  details  of  his  va- 
rious battles  and  victories  from  October 
25  to  November  9.  Of  this  our  readers 
have  already  all  the  facts  ;  and  the  let- 
ter, which  occupies  almoll  the  whole 
fpace  of  two  Redacteurs,  will  be  interell- 
ingonly  as  a  piece  ofhillory  to  be  compa- 
red with  the  Vienna  Gazette. 

By  the  invitation  of  the  Pruffian  court, 
a  new  congrefs  to  be  formed  at  Hildc- 
Qieim  in  Weftphalia,  to  which  all  the 
princes  and  Hates  within  the  line  of  neu- 
trality are  to  fenddeputies,  for  the  pur- 
pofe of  providing  for  the  Pruffian  army  of 
obfervation,  which  is  to  confill  of  45,000 
men,  without  including  the  Hanoverian 
troops,  who  occupy  the  Upper  Wcfer. 

It  is  (brpngly  allerted  in  the  mod  accre- 
dited French  papers,  that  the  convention 
ligncd  at  Alkmaar,  contains  fecret  arti- 
cles of  the  greatell  importance. 

Admiral  Bruix,  is  ordered  to  repair  in- 
flantly  toBreft. 

The  Paris  papers  report  that  the 
French  directory  has  demanded  of  the 
Senate  of  Hamburgh,  fourteen  millions  of 
livres,  as  a  rep  nation  for  the  injury  of 
delivering  up  Napper  Tandy  ;  and  that 
the  Senate  is  to  lay  a  tax  of  three  per 
cent  on  the  value  of  each  Hate  to  defray 
the  fame. 

From  the  fame  authority  we  learn, 
that  the  king  of  Pruffia  has  prohited  the 
exportation  of  all  gold,  as  well  as  the  en- 
try of  Britilh  merchandize,  into  his  do- 
minions. 

Twenty-four  cardinals  have  arrived  at 
Venice,  but  110  time  is  yet  fixed  for  the 
choice  of  a  Pope. 

Sir  Sidney  Smith  continues  at  the  i- 
fland  of  Cyprus. 

It  is  afferted  that  the  chancellor  of 
the  exchequer  has  fucceeded  in  his  appli- 
cation to  the  bank  for  a  doceur,  as  a  price 
for  the  renewal  of  their  Charter,  which 
has  twelve  years  yet  to  run.  He  is  to 
have  the  loan  of  three  millions  for  fix 
years  without  intereH. 

The  very  large  purchafes  which  are 
made  at  the  prefent  feafon  of  the  year 
for  the  redeption  of  the  national  debt, 
have  begun  to  have  their  effect.  The 
Funds  yellerday  role  upwards  of  half  per 
ce'it. 

In  confequence  of  the  general  diHrefs 
among  the  merchants,  it  is  underllood 
that  the  bank  propofes  to  extend  the  pe- 
riod of  its  difcounts,  which  has  hitherto 

>een  limittcd  at  two  months.  It  is  faid 
;hat  the,  difcounts  will  be  extended  to  4 

ix,  and  even  eight  months,  on  fecurity 
proportionate  to  the  time  the  bills  have 
to  run, 


FRANCE. 
Council  of  Five  Hundred* 
Hitting  of  Nov.  7. 
The  Prefident  read  the  following  mef- 
fage  : 

"  The  Executive  Directory  has  recei- 
ved a  telegraphic  difpatch  from  St  ralburgh* 
which  it  tranfmits  to  you  with  great  fat- 
isfaction — It  is  conceived  in  the  following 
words  : 

11  On  the  3  1  ft  of  October  the  army  of 
the  Rhine  carried  all  the  polls  of  the  ene- 
my on  the  Necker.  Eight  hundred  men 
were  made  prifoners.  The  number  of 
killed  and  wounded  is  confiderable.  A. 
great  quantity  of  befieging  artillerv,  of 
immeiice  magazines,  and  the  cityofStut- 
guard,  are  in  our  power." 

ARMY  OF  DANUBE. 
Head-quarters  at  Zurich,  Nov.  3/09. 
Massena,  commander  in  chief  to  the  Min~ 
ister  at  War. 

"  Citizen  Mir.ifter,  I  had  given  order* 
to  Gen.  Soult  to  repel,  in  concert  with 
the  divifion  under  the  command  cf  Gen. 
Loifon,  all  the  enemies  who  might  remair* 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine. 

"  Gen.  Loifon  left  Diffenris  with  tha 
38th  demi-brigade,  and  was  joined  at  Fie* 
ims  by  the  firit  battallion  of  the  44th,  ar- 
rived from  Elm,  and  led  by  the  Adjutant 
Compere.  Gen  Loifon  marched  to  T re- 
ins,attacked  the  enemy  there,  and  forced 
them  to  retreat  to  Tamiiis,  while  Gen. 
Mortier  with  two  battalions  of  the  25th 
light,  and  a  detachment  of  the  10th  regi- 
ment of  hurfe  Chaffeurs,  attacked  fuch 
of  the  enemy  as  remained  behind  Vcttes 
descending  by  the  Konkels.  They  oppo- 
fed a  vain  renllance  ;  the  brave  25th,  ac- 
cording to  cullom,  repelled  them  with 
their  bayonets,  and  forced  them  to  aban- 
don the  frontiers  which  thev  occupied. 
Gen.  Mortier  carried  into  execution  a 
charge  with  his  cavalry,  by  which  he  made 
200  prifoners. 

"The  enemy  fimfible  of  the  importance 
of  defending  Tamius,  aflerobled  all  their 
forces  at  the  defile  of  Konkels.  (thefe  for- 
ces confided  of  fourbatciions.)  He  was 
anxious  at  any  price  to  prevent  them 
from  penetrating  ;  but  a  charge  of  the 
25th  made  at  a  very  critical  moment  oc- 
calioned  the  rout  of  the  enemy,  with 
the  lofs  of  all  their  pofitions,  and  two  3 
pounders;  300  prifoners  have  remained 
in  our  poffellion. 

The  enemy  in  thr  greatell  diforder  re- 
croffed  the  Rhine,  burning  the  bridges 
Reichenau  and  Fieldlhurgh  with  fuch 
combudible  matter  as  they  had  prepared. 
The  junction  of  the  troops  of  gerieraia 
Loifon,  a. id  Mortier  took  place  at  that 
fpot. 

The  refult  of  the  whole  of  thefe  opera- 
tions is  the  total  expultion  of  the  cnemy'a 
troops  wdio  were  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Rhine  in  the  Grifons,  the  capture  of  two 
cannon,  and  500,  prifoners,  among  whom 
were  nine  officers  and  many  killed  and 
1  wounded. — On  our  part  we  had  only 
•  three  killed,  and  ten  wounded.  The  ge- 
|  nerals  bellow  the  h'lghefl  praife  on  their 
troops.  All  of  them  did  their  duty  in  the 
moll  perfect  manner.

Copy  of  a  declaration  made  by  bis  imperii 
al  majesty,  the  emperor  of  all  ti  .'  ■  r- 
tias,  to  tbe  members  of  the  Germanic 
empire. 

"  His  imperial  majedy  the  emperor  of 
all  the  Ruffias,  ever  animated  with  zeal 
for  the  caufe  of  fovereigns,  and  wifning 
to  put  a  (lop  to  the  ravages  and  difordera 
which  have  been  fpread  by  ti  e  impious 
government  under  which  France  groans, 
to  the  remoted  countri.-s,  being  fully  de- 
termined to  difpatch  his  fea  and  land 
forces  for  the  fupport  of  the  fuffcrers,  and 
to  rellore  royalty  in  France,  without, 
however,  admitting  any  partition  of  that 
country;  to  re-cltablifh  the  ancientformsv 
of  government  in  the  United  Nether- 
lands, and  in  the  Swifs  Cantons  ;  to> 
maintain  the  Integrity  of  the  German 
empire  ;  and  to  look  for  his  reward  in  the 
happinefs  and  tranquility  of  Europe  : 
Providence  has  bleffed  his  arms,  and  hi- 
therto tiie  Ruffian  troops  have  trium]  hed 
over  the  enemies  of  thrones,  religion  and 
focial  order. 

"  His  majedy  the  emperor  of  all  the 
Ruffias  having  thus  declared  his  views 
and  the  motives  by  which  he  Js  guided, 
addreil'es  ibis  declaration  to  all  the  jflec 


bers  of  the  German  empire,  inviting  them 
to  unite  ihcir  forces  with  his,  to  deftrpy 
their totnmon "ehemj  n<  [peedfly  '">  I"''- 
fible,  to  found  on  his  nuns  pem-anent 
tranquility  foi  themfches  and  their  pof- 
terity.  ' 

"  Should  his  impel  ial  majefty  of  all  the 
Ruflias  perceive  that  they  fupport,  his 
views,  and  rally  around  him,  he  will,  in- 
ftead  of  relaxing  his  zeal,  redouble  his 
exertion,  and  not  to  fheath  his  ("word  be- 
fore he  has  feen  the  downfal  of  the  raon- 
fter  which  threatens  to  cri'.fh  all  legal  au- 
thorities. But,  mould  he  be  left  to  him- 
felf,  lie  will  be  forced  to  recal  his  forces 
to  his  Rates,  and  to  give  up  a  caufe  fo 
badly  fupported  by  thofe  who  ought  to 
have  the  greateft  "(lure  in  its  triumphs.

Citizens  Direilors, 

The  interelt  both  of  France  and  Spain 
required  the  union  of  their  naval  forces  : 
theexperiancc  of  all  wars, andefpeciullyoi 
the  prefent  war  attets  the  importance  ol 
this  nieafure,  as  well  by  thedifalters  which 
have  followed  its  being  neglected,  as  by 
the  happy  confequcnccs  which  have  refla- 
ted from  its  adoption.  We  may  judge 
how  far  England  is  convinced  of  this  by 
the  efforts  which  (lie  made  on  the  prefent 
occafion  to  prevent  this  junction,  by  aff- 
emhling  in  the  Mediterranean  a  naval  ar- 
mament, fo  vaftly  fuperior  to  ours  even 
after  their  union.  It  cannot  be  doubted 
that  this  union  will  have  more  influence 
even  than  a  victory  on  the  fuccefs  of  the 
caufe  of  the  two  allied  powers. 
M.  Massarcdo  then  entered  into  some pri. 

vate  details  after  wbicb  be  continued 

in  tbe  fo  living  terms. 

To  thefe  evidentproofs  of  the  fincerity 
of  his  Catholic  Majcfty  in  his  alliance 
with  France,  of  the  religious  zeal  with 
which  his  heart  is  attached  to  this  happy 
principle,  which  mull  operate  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  two  natons,  to  thefe  clear 
evidences  of  the  dciire  he  has  at  all  times 
had  to  concur  by  his  arms  to  confolodate 
it,  he  now  adds,  that  of  leaving  to  your 
wifdom  the  care  of  employing  them,  con- 
fiding to  me  that  of  knowing  the  plans 
which  you  may  form  to  this  effect,  impo- 
fing  upon  ir.c  the  obligation  of  examining 
them,  of  propofmg  to  you  my  opinions, 
and  of  adopting  and  executing  every 
thing  Which;  in  the  refult,  may  appear 
neceffarv,  or  expedient,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  if  I  had  received  a  formal  order 
from  himfeif.  I  mould  be  affrighted  at  this 
ta'k,  were  I  not  encouraged  by  two  em- 
boldening confederations,  lit.  By  the  o- 
pirtion  entertained  by  the  king,  my  mafter 
wh"m  I  ferve  with  all  the  powers  of  my 
unierftanding,  without  knowing  any  ci- 
ther road  than  that  of  truth,  by  explaining 
it  with  the  fimplicity  of  noble  franknefs, 
which  ought  to  characierife  it,  by  follow- J 
ing  no  other  g  lide  than  the  interelt  and  | 
dignity  of  his  name,  and  the  good  of  my 
country.  2d.  By  the  perfuation  I  have 
that  a  long  connexion  with  the  French  ar- 
miesthe  diftinguiflied  place  which  I  held  in 
them,  and  the  intimate  relations  which 
by  this  means  I  had  with  the  generals,  the 
captains,  and  ether  officers,  refpecting 
the  fervice,  have  made  me  merit  from 
France  the  honorable  reputation  of  being 
perfonaUy  attached  to  this  great  nation 
with  an  ardent  defire  for  its  profperitv. 
Animated  by  thefe  two  motives  citizens 
directors,  I  dial!  not  hefitate  to  prefent  to 
you  freely  my  Ideas  refpecting  the  plans 
which  vou  may  form  for  the  employment 
of  the  naval  forces  againft  the  common  e- 
nen\v.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  fome 
unfortunate  events' have  taken  place  ;  but 
befides  that  the  combined  armament  at 
Breft  is  already  refpectable  the  king  my 
fovereign  has  ftill  at  Ferrol,  arid  at  Cadiz, 
a  confiderable  force  of  which  he  can  make 
life.  Let  us  nut  the  whole  in  motion 
with  the  energy,  which  char,.Rerifes  both 
nations,  in  order  to  effect  en  terprifes  wor- 
thv  ofthew  grandeur,  and  let  the  exerti- 
on of  its  etTeeis  fore*  Enjland  to  an  ho- 


norable, fo!id  and  durable  peace,  confor- 
mable to  the  willies  of  the  two  govern- 
ments, and  to  the  voice  of  humanity.  I 
have  given  an  account  citizens  directors, 
to  the  king,  ny  mailer,  of  all  the  proofs 
of  cofideVatioii  which  1  have  received  frcn 
you,,  and  of  all  the  honorable  attentions 
which  have  been  paid  me  by  your  orders 
on  my  road  from  Breft  to  this  capitol. 
His  majefty  defires  me  to  thank  \  ou  from 
himfelf — I  dlfcharge  this  duty  with  the 
double  fatisfaction  of  expreffing  to  you 
at  the  fame  time,  my  perfonal  gratitude 
for  all  the  refpect  with  which  yen  have 
honored  me,  ct  of  entreating  you  to  join 
with  the  homage  of  my  refpect  for  the  Ex- 
ecutive Directory,  the  ardor  of  the  zeal 
which  I  conlecrate  to  France  in  the  fer- 
vice of  my  destination,  as  employed  by 
its  magnanimous  and  faithful  ally,  the 
Catholic  king  my  lbvereign.  " 

R  E  1'  L  Y 
Of  tbe  Prcsident,oJ  tbe  Directory. 
Sir, 

Not  only  the  intereft  of  the  two  allied 
nations,  but  of  all  the  nations  of  Europe, 
is  to  unite  againft  a  power,  pulled  up  by 
fome  fuccefi'es  purchafed  by  treachery,  or 
obtained  by  the  number  of  its  lhips,  ilill 
more  than  by  the  courage  of  thofe  who 
comma 'id  them,  pretends  exclufively  to 
the  dominion  of  the  feas.  The  ambiti- 
ous plans  of  its  perfidious  government  are 
at  Ian  known.  From  a  fmall  corner  of 
the  earth,  which  the  fun  appears  to  enligh- 
ten with  regret,  it  pre:cnds  to  rule  the 
world,  to  prciide  over  the  defiinies  of  all 
ftater,  to  regulate  the  form  of  government 
of  all  nations.  Not  fufficicr.tly  recollect- 
ing that  a  provin6e  of  France  is  able  to 
conquer  their  whole  Ifland — the  Engliih, 
who  are  only  dangerous  to  their  allies, 
whofe  intereft  and  glory  they  compromile 
call  upon  themfelves,  by  their  infolent 
pretenilons,  the  whole  weight  of  the  two 
Great  Powers. 

The  executive  directory,  who  lately 
-^xpreffedto  the  king  of  Spain,  in  the  per- 
fon  of  his  ambalTador,  the  fincere  attach- 
ment of  theFrench  republic  for  the  Spa- 
nifh  nation,  rejoices  in  this  new  occafion 
of  publiftiiug  its  fentimt'nts  cf  cftecm,  of 
harmony  and  confidence,  which  render 
unalterable  the  alliance  of  two  nations  as 
generous  as  great.  Thus  the  fame  month 
liiall  have  confecrated,  by  two  memora- 
ble epochas,  this  intimate  connection  be- 
tween the  king  of  Spain  and  the  execu- 
tive directory.  The  inauguration  of  the 
foundation  of  the  republic  (hall  fig- 
nalize  the  one,  by  the  remembrance  of 
the  principles  of  eternal  juftice,  upon 
which  the  French  people  founded  their 
power:  the  other,  which  cloathes  itfelf 
in  the  folemnities  of  victories,  will  attelt 
both.thc  indefatigable  activity,  and  the 
triumph  of  its  power  over  its  enemies.

The  one  will  recal  to 
his  mind  the  fidelity  of  the  alliances  of 
the  French  people,  the  other  the  ener- 
getic courage  which  it  difplays  in  defence 
of  its  friends.  The  moment  is  arrived  at 
which  the  Spaniards,  who  fo  often  placed 
themfelves  by  their  victories  in  the  firft 
rank  of  nations,  are  about  to  unite  their 
glorious  arms  to  the  triumphant  arms  of 
the  French.— Soon  perfidious  England 
will  learn  what  the  magnanimous  refent- 
ment  of  generofity  can  effect  againft  du- 
plicity, cold  barbarrity,  and  immoderate 
ambition.  Then  this  cnlloffus,  which  by 
the  impofture  of  an  immaginary  greatnefs 
impofes  upon  its  blended  admirers,  will 
tremble  to* its  bafe,  of  which  ia  vain  it 
attempts  to  difguife  the  weaknefs.  Then 
Europe  will  judge  between  the  heroes 
who  only  triumph  to  give  peace  to  the 
world,  and  the  fanguinary  Engitfll,  who 
only  holdout  the  bait  of  their  gold  to  pur- 
chafe  war,  to  corrupt  weaknefs,  and  to 
fcatter  difcord. 

What  time  was  more  worthy  of  this  ge- 
neronS  enterprise,  than  that  in  which  the 
foil  of  Europe  is  about  to  be  purged  of 
thofe  numerous  hordes  which  northern 
barbarifin  has  fold  to  Britifh  corruption, 
in  '.vhich  every  where  the  Ruffian  atones 
with  his  blood  for  his  infolent  audacity, 
in  which  Helvetia  fees  the  yoke  to  which 
Aultria  meditated  to  fubject  her,  broken,

I  fine,  a  government  which  has  only  the 
J  power  of  dillurbing  every  other,  to  re7 
celve  peace,  of  which  its  madnefs  has  too 
long  removed  the  bleftings,  defired  as  they 
have  been  by  ail  tile  nations.

Windsor,  No-.'.cniber  5,  1799. 
Resolved,  that  the  Senators  and  repre- 
sentatives of  this  date,  in  the  congrels  of 
the  United  States,  be  and  they  arc  here- 
by rcqucftcd  toufe  their  belt  endeavors, 
that  congrels  propofe  to  the  legiilatures 
of  the  fevcral  itates,  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  conftitution  of  the  U.  Slates, 
to  wit : 

That  the  electors  of  prefident  and  vice 
president, in  giving  their  votes,  (hall  ret 
peclivcly  dittinguifh  the  perfons  whom 
they  deiirc  to  be  prefident  from  the  one 
they  defire  to  be  vice  prefident,  by  an- 
nexing the  word  prefident  or  vice  preli- 
dent,as  the  cafe  may  require,  to  the  pro- 
per name  voted  for.  And  the  perfon  ha- 
ving the  greateft  number  of  votes  for  vice 
prefident,  if  flich  number  be  a  majority 
of  the  whole  number  of  electors  chofen, 
(hall  be  vice  prefident.  And  if  there  be 
no  choice,  and  two  or  more  perfons  (hall 
have  the  higheft  number  of  votes,  and 
thofe  equal  the  fenate  (hall  immediately 
rhoofe  by  ballot,  one  of  them  for  vice  pre- 
fident. And,  if  no  perfon  have  a  majo- 
rity, then,  from  the  live  higheft  on  the 
lift,  the  fenate  fhall,  in  like  manner, 
choofe  a  vice  prefident.  But,  in  choof- 
ing  the  vice  prefident,  the  votes  (hall  Ik 
taken  by  ftates  :  the  fenators  from  cr.cn 
ftate  having  one  vote.  A  quorum  foi 
this  purpofe  (hall  conlift  of  a  member  or 
members  from  two  thirds  of  the  ftates  : 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  (tales,  (hall  be 
neceffary  to  a  choice.  And,  in  cafe  the 
fenators  and  reprcfentatives  of  this  Rite 
in  congrefs,  (hall  find  that  the  aforcfaid 
amendment  is  not  conformable  to  the 
fentinients  of  a  conftitutional  majority  of 
both  branches  of  the  national  legiliature. 
they  are  hereby  requeltcd  fo  to  modify 
the  fame,  as  to  meet  the  fentimentsjof  fuch 
majority. 

Provided  however,  That  any  amend- 
ment which  may  be  agreed  on,  fliall  o- 
blige  the  electors  to  defignate  the  perfon 
they  defire  to  be  prefident,  from  the  one 
whom  they  defire  may  be  vice  prefident. 

Resolved,  That  his  excellency  the  go- 
verner  be  rcquefted,  forthwith  to  trauf- 
mit  the  fame  to  the  fenators  and  repre- 
fentatives  of  this  ftate  in  congrefs.  And 
alfo  tranfmit  the  fame  to  the  fupremc 
executives  of  the  feveral  ftates.

"  I  he  report  of  a  revolution  in  Paris 
is  $his  morning  contradicted  in  a  New- 
York  paper— we  hear  that  our  comroiffi. 
oners  have  arrived  in  Paris  and  have  fan- 
guinary  hopes  that  an  amicable  treaty 
will  be  effected — until  the  refuk  of  their 
niiffion  is  known,  not  much  bufinefs  of  im- 
portance will  be  di  ft  tiffed  for  dctifion — 
the  motion  for  reducing  the  army  was 
negatived  by  a  majority  of  twenty — the 
fedttien  lav.'  (commonly  called  fo,j  on  a 
motion  to  repeal  the  fecond  lection,  was 
debated  with  coniiderable  warmth,  but 
finally  left — The  report  of  the  commit- 
tee to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint 
of  Mr.  Randolph  on  a  breach  of  privilege 
is  now  under  difcuffion." 

The  legiflature  of  Virginia,  with  their 
wonted  magnanimity  and  that  liberality 
fo  accordant  with  found  principles  and 
virtuous  views,  have  taken  Up  the  com- 
munications of  the  feveral  Rates  hoftile  to 
them  on  the  alien  and  fedition  laws  ;  and 
in  an  able,  difpafiionate,  and  minute  re- 
port, have  difcuffed  the  objections  to  their 
opinions.

[We  commenced  the  publication  of  the 
report  in  our  paper  No.  699,  without 
knowing  its  extent  ;  as  the  following  ar- 
guments forms  a  luminary  cf  the  whole, 
ve  fhall  decline  the  continuation  as  we 
flatter  burfelves  that  this  will  be  more  ac- 
ceptable to  our  reader*,  than  lb  volumi- 
nous a  publication^ 

"  i.  The  conftitation  fuppofes  that  the 
prefident,  the  conn-eft,  and  each  of  its 
lioufes,  may  not  tfu'c  barge  their  trufts,  ei- 
ther from  defect  of  judgement,  or  other 
caufes.  Hence,  they  are  all  made  refpon- 
fible  to  their  cemftituents  at  the  returning 
periods  of  election,  and  the  prefident,  who 
is  fmgly  entrufted  with  very  great  powers, 
is,  a3  a  further  guard,  fubjeeted  to  an  inter- 
mediate impeachment. 

"  2.  Should  it  happen,  as  the  conRitu- 
tion  fuppofes  it  may  happen,  that  either 
jf  thefe  branches  of  the  government,  may 
•lot  have  duly  difcharged  its  truft  it  is 
natural  and  proper,  that  according  to 
ihe  caufe  and  degree  of  their  faults,  they 
hould  be  brought  into  contempt  or  difre- 
pute,  and  incur  the  hatred  of  the  people. 

3."Whetherithas,  in  any  cafe  happen- 
ed, that  the  proceedings  of  either,  or  all 
j(  thofe  branches,  evinces  Rich  a  violati- 
on of  their  duty  as  tojuflify  a  contempt, 
a  difrepute,  or  hatred  among  the  people, 
can  only  bedetermincd  by  a  free  examina- 
tion thereof  and  a  free  communication  a- 
inong  the  people  thereon. 

"  4.  When  ever  it  may  have  actually 
happened,  that  proceedings  of  this  fort 
are  chajrgabte  on  all  or  either  of  the  bran- 
ches of  the  government,  it  is  the  duty  as 
well  as  right  of  intelligent  and  faithful  citi- 
zens to  difcufs  andpromulge  them  freely,  as 
well  to  controul  them  by  the  cenfortlhip 
of  the  public  opinions,  as  to  promote  a  re- 
medy according  tothc  rules  of  toe  conftitu- 
tion. And  it  cannot  be  avoided,  that  thofe 
who  apply  the  remedy  muit  feel,  in  fome 
degree,  a  contempt  or  hatred  againft  the 
tranfgreffng  party. 

"  5.  As  the  act  was  paffed  in  July  14. 
'9S,  and  it  is  to  be  in  force  until  March  3, 
1801,  it  was  of  courfe,  that  during  its 
continuance  two  elections  of  the  entire 
houfe  of  reprcfentatives,  an  election  of 
two  thirds  of  the  fenate,  and  an  election 
of  a  prefident,  were  to  take  place. 

"  6.  That  confequentiy,  duringa'l  thefe 
elections,  intended  by  the  conftitution  to 
prcferve  the  purity,  or  to  purge  the  faults 
of  the  adminiftration,  the  great  remedial 
rights  of  the  people  were  to  be  cxercifed, 
and  the  refpbnfioility  of  their  public  a- 
gents  to  be  (kreened,  uuder  the  penalties 
of  this  act. 

"  May  it  not  be  afked  of  every  intele- 
gent  friend  to  the  liberties  of  his  country, 
whether  the  power  exercifed  in  fuch  an 
act  as  this,  ought  not  to  produce  great  and 
univerfal  alarm  ?  whether  a  rigid  execu- 
tion of  fuch  an  act,  in  time  paft,  would 
not  have  rcpreffed  that  information  and 
communication  among  the  people,  which 
is  indifpenfible  to  the  juft  exercife  of 
their  electorial  rights  ?  and  whether  fuch 
an  act,  if  made  perpetual,  and  enforced 
vvith  rigour,  would  not,  in  time  to  come, 
•ither  deftroy  our  free  fyRem  of  govern- 
ment, or  prepare  a  convullion  that  might 
prove  equally  fatal  to  it."
